The Prohibition Resolution Tabled—A 
Vote of Sympathy With Ireland. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, February 19.—A resolu- 
tion was introduced in the House by Mr. 
Ritchey instructing the Committee on Consti- 
tutional Amendment to prepare and present a 
bill to the House submitting to the vote of 
the people at the next general election a 
constitutional amendment prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors 
in the State. On motion of McGinnis, of St. 
Louis, the resolution was tabled by a vote of 
forty-nine to forty-eight. 

A resolution expressing sympathy for the 
Irish people introduced by Donovan, a 
Greenbacker of Livingston, was adopted. 

Rife, of Ripley, introduced a joint and con- 
current resolution memorializing Congress 
and the Legislature of Arkansas to create a new 
State composed ofthe northern counties in 
Arkansas and the southern counties in Mis- 
souri lying between the — 2 and 
thirty-eighth parallels of the north latitude to 
be bounded on the East by the Mississippi 
River, on the West by the Missouri and In- 
dian Territory; to be called the State of Ozark; 
read the first and second time and referred to 
the Committee on Federal Relations.

ä No Extra Session. 
WASHINGTON, February 19.—The impor- 
tant business before Congress now is in such 
shape that it can be finally disposed of before 


the 4th of March, and thereis no further ap- 
prehension of an extra session. There are 
no questions of serious differences between 
the two houses on any of the appropriation 
bills. The only item that will cause any delay 
in the conference is an nt by 
the Senate to the Legislative bill authorizing 
the employment of a number of additional 
clerks in the 2 bureau. The sentiment 
of the House ts against any such increase of 
the clerical force of the bureau, while the 
Senate holds that the increase is 
necessary to facilitate the pension work. The 
Senate will insist upon the amendment in the 
conference and the House will resist. On all 
the other appropriations the two Houses are 
in accordance upon all items of any impor- 
tance. The Senate amendments to the fund- 
ing bill will be concurred in by 
the House. The declaration of a number of 
the leading Repulican members of the House, 
men like Frye and Hawley at the caucus last 
night,in favor of the 1 of the apportion- 
ment bill, indicates that no time will be wast- 
ed on that measure.

A SILENT REVOLUTION. 

A thousand spread-eagle orations about the 
growth and greatness of this republic can not 
convey the idea so forcibly as the passage of 
the bill by both Houses of Congress providing 
for the refunding of $700.000,000 of the na- 
tional debt at the rate of 3 percent. During 
the war millions and millions of our Govern- 
ment bonds, bearing as high an interest 
as 7.20 per cent, were sold for fifty cents on 
the dollar, and even less. To-day the 
four per cents command a premium of 14 and 
mere is little doubt that the new three per 
cents will be taken at par by the people. 

The chief features of the new funding bill 
are contained in the following section: 

The Secretary of the Treasuryis hereby au- 
thorized to issue bonds to an amount not 
exceeding $400,000,000, in denominations of , 
or some multiple of that sam, which will bear 
interest at the rate of three per centum per an- 
num, payable :emi-anhually, redeemable at 
the pleasure of the United States after fiveyears 
and payablg in twenty years from date of issue 
‘and also Treasury notes tothe amount not ex- 
ceeding $300,000,000 in denominations of ten 
dollars or some multiple of that sum not ex- 
ceeding $1,000, either registered or coupon, 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding three 
per centum, payable semi-annually, redeem- 
able at the pleasure of the United States after 
one year and payable in ten years from the 
date of issue, and no Treasury notes of less de- 
nomination than $100 shall be registered. The 
bopds and Treasury notes shall be in all other 
respects of like character and subject to the 
salge provisions as the bonds authorized to be 
issued by the act of July 14, 1881, entitled, An 
act to authorize the refunding of the national 
debt, and acts amendatory thereto, provided 
nothing in this act shall be so construed as to 
authorize an increase of the public debt; pro- 
vided, further, that the interest upon six per 
cent bonds hereby authorized to be refunded 
shall cease at the expiration of thirty days 
after the publication of notice that the same 
has been designated by the secretary of the 
treasury for redemption. It shall be the 
duty of the secretary of the treasury under 


such rules and regulations as he may 
prescribe to authorize public subscriptions 
at not less than par to be received 


at all depositories of the United States and at 
all national banks and such other banks as he 
may designate for bonds and for treasury notes 
herein provided for, for thirty days before he 
shall contract for or award any portion of said 
bonds or treasury dotes to any syndicate of in- 
dividuals or bankers or otherwise than under 
such public subscriptions; and if it shall 
bappen that morethan the entire amount of 
said bonds and treasury notes or either of them 
has been subscribed within the said thirty day-~, 
be shall award the full amount subscribed to all 
persons who shall have made bona fide sub- 
scriptions for the sum of $2,000 or less, at rates 
most advantageous tothe United States, and 
the residueratably among subscribersin pro- 
portion tothe amount by them respectively 
subscribed, at rates most advantageous tothe 
Uni ed States. 

The feature of a general public subscription 
throughout the United States, and the small- 
ness of the denominotions of the bonds (as 
low as fifty dollars), will make this the first 
real popular loan. No syndicate can be form- 
ed and interfere until after the mass of the 
people have had ample time to put their savings 
or investments in these bonds. This may ex- 
plain why the tone of Wallstreetand the New 
York press—which is completely controlled by 
Wall street influences—is so opposed to this 
measure. It cuts off the syndicate business 
with millions for fat commissions, if the 
people will take the bonds directly. Another, 
and still better reason for the hostility of the 
syndicate millionaires, their subservient press 
and the national banks, is that the bill com- 
pels the national banks to deposit after the 
Istof July, 1881, these three per cent bonds, 
as security forthe currency they issue. But 
this is one of the very best reasons for the suc- 
cessful floating of a Government bond atthree 
per cent, as the law compels the banks to de- 
posit with the Treasury for the amount of 
currency they issue even more than the same 
amount in U.S. bonds. 

If this measure succeeds (as we think it will) 
our Government will be ahead of even England 
with all her enormous wealth, and France 
with all her wonderful credit, prestige and in - 
dustrial resources.

Half a million of dol- 
lars is disbursed annually by the Board and

Rents, repairs and real estate. 

Feedimg prisoners. 

Miscetlancous expenses. 

It win astonish a good many people to 
know that after paying all salaries, printing 
bills, stable expenses, horses and vebicle pur- 
chases, rents and repairs and real estate and 
feed fer prisoners the Board still has a ‘‘mis- 
cellameous expense account” of never less 
than from $7,000a year, with an upward of 


23 .

A Sad Suicide on Market Street Last 
Right, Tho Jocks

It was a grisly surprise that the porter 
of the European Hotel, at No. 214 Market 
street met, when he went into T. F. Ogden’s 
room to make his fire this morning. Ogden 
was laying half-way across the foot of his bed 
with a bullet hole entirely through his head, 
and the contents of his brain pan emptied 
upon the guilt. He was quite cold when dis- 


covered, and from his position it was evident 
that he had been sitting upon 
the bed when he shot himself. 
He had fallen backwards with his arms rigid- 
ly to his sides and in his left hand was a22 
calibre pistol, which had done the work. Its 
butt was tightly in his grasp and the_ barrel 
pointed up towards the shoulder, evidencing 
the further fact that he had held the revolver 
in a backward position and fired it with his 
thumb. The pistol was held in the suicides’ 
mouth when the ball left it and traveled out 
at the right side of the skull. No trace of the 
bullet can befoundinthe room. The body 
was dressed in a faded brown suit, the 
boots were broken, showing a red stocking 
underneath, and the bar of a gold watch chain 
showed at the vest. His linen was clean, but 
old, and his whole appearance that of ex- 
treme but gentlemanly pavers A cheap 
trunk stood near the bed-head; a wash-stand 
was across the room; these and the bed and 
a couple of chairs completed the furniture of 
the room, which was cold and dismal, look- 
ing a fitting frame forthe dead body across 
the couch. 

Frank T. Ogden came to St. Louis thirteen 
months ago, apparently from Port Jefferson, 
Ohio. At any rate that address is upon a num- 
ber of photographs in his pocket, evidently 
pictures of members of his family. One—his 
mother, perhaps—is a fine-looking old lady 
with just the features and the broad brow of 
the dead man. Heisnot more than twenty- 
three or four years old, and, were it not for 
the broad bar sinister of blood across his face, 
would be even in death a very handsome man. 
His complexion is clear and waxen, but 
too much so for health. He has been sick

guished. An alarm is sounded thatsome one 
inay come and shutoff the water. Human 
presence or human aid is wholly unnecessary, 
except to turn off the water when the fire is 
out. The amount of water used is very small, 
one gallon distributed, as it is by this device, 
being more effective than ten gallons deliver- 
ed through the usual hose and nozzle. The 
water not only possesses its virtue as water, 
but being deliveredin an expanded circular 
sheet with a diameter of fifteen to twenty feet, 
it is really “a wet blanket’? and smothers the 
fire. If a fire were to occur in the front part 
of the room fifty feet deep, no damage would 
occur from either fire or water to merchandise 
inthe middle of the room, no matter how 
slow or how rapid the fire.

JOHN M’CULLAGH’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY.

thoroughtrial. Then I went to Chicago, 
where the J. M. Brunswick & Balke Company 
had a large establishment, and after remaining 
there a short time the firm concluded to open 
a branch establishment in St. Louis and I was 
selected as the proper person to be its mini- 
ger.

Something New in Suicide. 
From the London Telegraph. 


Among the curiosities of the suicidal an- 
nals the recent proceedings of one John Trei- 
chel, a mechanic, who put an end to his exist- 
ence a few days ago at Argenan, will, in all 
probability, obtain rank as by no means the 
least extraordinary freak hitherto performed 
by ecentric self-slayers. Treichel, it appears, 
lived over against achurch-yard. The con- 
stant contemplation of that melancholy in- 
closure may possibly. have not only caused 
him to grow weary of life, but have inspired 
him witb the dismal notion of preparing his 

rave with his own bands before qualifying 
himself for its occupancy. Sealing the 
church-yard wall one evening, he dug a hole 
in the earth seven feet deep, fixed his spade 
firmly across the top of this cavity, and hang- 
ed himself to a strong cord, one end of which 
he attached to the shaft of the spade. 

He had some days before he carried this 
novel method of suicide into execution men- 
tioned it, apparently in jest, to his wife and 
one or two acquaintances. As on the night 
in question he failed to return home from bis 
work, Mrs. Treichel suspected that what had 
appeared to her a mere pleasantry on her 
husband’s part might prove to be grim car- 
nest. She, therefore, sat up all night — 
his advent in vain, and at dawn of day gaze 
eagerly from her window upon the church- 
yard, where her eye, familiar with the aspect 
of the burying ground, instantly detected a 
huge beap of freshly thrown up earth in one 
ofits corners. She immediately roused the 
gate-keeper, and with bim hurried to the spot 
which had attracted -her attention. There 
she found her husband, cold and stiff, hang- 
ing to the spade in the newly dug ve, the 
excavation of Which must have cost him sev- 
eral hours of severe and unremitting toil.

World—Preserving “ggs—Shrink- 
age of Wheat—Points About 
Breeding Colts—House- 
hold Receipts, Etc. 


Americans are proverbially Tain-giorious 
when talking about the natural advantages 
and the scenery of this country. They boast 
of the length of the rivers, the height of the 
mountains, the extent of the plains, the size 
of the lakes and the splendor of the water- 
fails, as if they took an active part in planning, 
producing and keeping them in good condi- 
tion. They are also fond of boasting of the 
form of government, and of all the social, re- 
ligious and educational institutions of the 
country. 
in all matters pertaining to this country ex- 
cept those in which they had a part in plan- 
ning or a hand in executing. 

When it comes to animals, fruits, plants, 
flowers and manufactured articles that can be 
produced to fair advantage in this and foreign 
countries, they invariably give their prefer- 
ence to those of each sort that are imported. 
Especially is this the case in regard to domes- 
ticated animals. Many persons of good sense 
in regard to other matters, aud who exhibit 
strong national prejudices while speaking of 
them, talk very disparagingly of the horses, 
cattle, swine and sheep of this country when 
compared with those produced abroad. They 
seem to think there is a charm about an ‘‘im- 
ported’* animal which distinguishes it from 
any specimens of the same breed that were 
raised in this country, 

Many persons of fair intelligence do not ap- 
pear to be aware of the fact that most of the 
breeds of cattle, horses, sheep and hogs that 


have become famous in foreign countries are 
as well, and in many cases as numerously rep- 
resented here as there. The English agricul- 
tural commissioners who recently visited this 
country declared that the hogs in the United 


in form, size, quality of meat and ability to 
mature at an early age. We have choice spec- 
imens of all the most approved English breeds 
and have, in addition, several breeds which are 
unknown in any European country, and which 
are considered by many as superior to any of 
foreign origin. 

During the past two years American race- 
horses have won a large number of prizes on 
the English turf, and American draft-horses 
draw cars onthe tramways of the principal 
cities in Europe. If the so-called Percheron- 
Norman is the best heavy horse in the world, 
the United States will soon be in a condition 
to supply the world with them. 

There are more short-horned cattle in the 
United States than in all Europe, and the cir- 
cumstance that Englishmen have paid as 
much for specimens of this breed to take to 
the country where it originated, us Americans 
ever paid for animais of this class to bring 
here, ought to convince the most skeptical 
that our herds favorably compare with any in 
existence. There are more Jersey cattle in 
the United States than in all the British is- 
lands, and that they thrive better here than 
elsewhere is generally admitted by all persons 
but importers. We have as vet but a com- 
paratively sinallnumber of Herefords, Avr- 
shire and polled Angus cattle, but the speci- 
mens We have are as fine as any found abroad. 

Our sheep produce as heavy fleeces of as tine 
wool as any sheep on the face of the earth. 
They are nowin demand to improve the blacks 
in Australia, South Africa and the various 
countries of South America. We are lacking 
in the mutton sheep for the reason that mut- 
ton has never been a favorite meat it this 
country. 

There is no longer any reason for paying 
“two prices” for animals simply because 
they are imported. The climate of most por- 
tions of the United States is very favorable 
for stock of every description. We have as 
good stock to breed from as can be found any- 
where, and our breeders understand their 
business. Improved stock raised in this coun- 
try is acclimated and free from the diseases 
which prevail abroad. It may not be time to 
stop importing animals, but itis time to ac- 
knowledge the excellence of our own produc- 
tions. The circumstance that an animal has 
been brought across the ocean affords no evi- 
dence that itis superior to one of the same 
breed that was raised in this country. 

What is true of animals is also true of fruits. 
We raise as fine apples as are produced in any 
portion ofthe world. Our pears are famed 
for their size and richness. Our small fruits 
excel in variety and excellencé. The finest 
oranges that ever delighted the eye or palate 
are produced in Florida. Nearly all foreign- 
ers admit that our grapes surpass those grown 
abroad for table purposes. Some affirm that 
many of our varieties of grapes that are pro- 
duced as easily and as cheaply as potatoes, 
would be regarded as luxurious in any vine- 
growing country of Europe. Grapes are now 

roduced so abundantly in nearly every State 
n the Union that they have taken their place 
among the common articles of cheap food. 

That most excellent wine can be made and 
is made from these grapes is acknowledged by 
nearly all foreigners who visit this country. 


drink wines insist on procuring those that are 


made abroad or which are in packages bearing 


foreign labels. California is one of the great- 
est wine-producing regions of the world. Still 
according to areport recently made to the 
authorities of that State, scarcely a first-class 
hotel, restaurant or supply store on the en- 
tire Pacific coast keeps California wines for 
sale under true names. The proprietors know 
the general fondness of American people for 
anything foreign, and they are also aware of 
the profits that can be made in selling native 
wines under foreign names. That most of the 
wines consumed in this country are manufac- 
tured here is abundantly proven by trade sta- 
tistics; still the majority of persons who buy 
them pay the prices exacted for foreign arti- 
cles, and consider themselves happy in looking 
at labels which they are unable to read. 


SHRINKAGE OF WHEAT. 


It is strange that we so often hear millers 
and farmers talking about the shrinkage in 
wheat kept during the winter, and yet not one 
of them gives, or can give, reasonable proof 
that wheat shrinks after threshing, or rather 
after curinginthe straw before threshing. 
Professor A. Shelton’s experiment of burying 
a sack of wheat in the wheat bin, does not 
show any * change between Novem- 
ber 12 and May 13. The second weighing 
showed aslight increase in weight, and he 
concludes that wheat shrinks none at all. The 
shrinkage complained of by millers and eleva- 
tor men, is not caused by atmospheric · influ- 
ences, but by the rats and mice and pilferers. 
If there be such a shrinkage as it is claimed, 
it is certainly an easy question to decide b 
actual experiment. Farmers who fear this 
shrinkage, and farmers who claim that wheat 
does not shrink in storage, are likewise inter- 
ested, in proving the question. If one hun- 
dred farmers in aa many localities should trv 
Professor Shelton’s test, of accurately weigh- 
ingasack of grain, and burying it in the 
wheat bin, and report. We suggest, however 
that instead of one sack, three sacks be buried 
—onein the bottom, one in the middle and 
one ontop. Note the difference if any, in 
the weights, and the mean would give the 
actual rate of shrinkage or increase of the en- 
tire bin of wheat. The experimental sack set 
in the sun at a temperature of ninety-five de- 
grees from 11:30 a. m. to 3 p. m. shrank ex- 
actly one-half ge or one-half of one per 
cent. Nowif hot weather causes wheat to 
shrink at that rate, it will not pay to hold 
wheat through the summer without an ad- 
vance to cover interest, risk and shrinkage.

CROP PROSPECTS. 

In Holand the price of wheat is declining. 

In Spain crop prospects are reported as be- 
ing favorable. 

In Belgium wheat has tended upward, while 
oats and barley remain stationary in value. 

In Germany wheat markets are depressed, 
but barley is firmer on account of the closing 
of navigation. 

The crops on the Pacific slope are reported 
as being inavery favorable condition, and 
the expectation there is for another abundant 
harvest. 

In South Russia the wheat markets are de- 
pressed, and the demand for the most part is 
ior the inferior grades locally. The new crop 
of maize comes — into the market, and 
the demand for export is very sluggish. 

Postal advices from New Zealand speak of 
the harvest as being likely to turn out an 
abundant one, but the areaof oats and barley 
under cultivation this season is said to be con- 
siderably smaller than that of last year. On

PRESERVING EGGS. 


A subseriber in Iowa asks for a recipe for 
making liquid preparation for preserving eggs 
or for information about any method of keep - 
ing them fresh. He is informed that no meth- 
od of treatment is known by the practice of 
anv considerable

when newly laid. They may by judicious 
management be prevented from passing into 


a state of decomposition that will render them 
unfit for food, but, at best they will compare 
with strictly fresh eggs only as canned or dried 
fruit does with that which has just ripened on 
the tree, vine,or bush. The quality desig- 
nated as freshness can not be preserved.
